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Tax-base 

i 

sharing 

discussed

Concerns continue to weigh 
heavy on the minds of city and 
school officials in Romulus re- 
garding the Tax-Base Sharing 
issue. 

The proposed state bill, 
which is currently being dis- 
cussed in a conference commit- 
tee, is expected to become 
effective at the end of this 
month or soon after, according 
to State Representative Jim 
Kosteva (D-Canton). It is de- 
signed to reduce spending dis- 
parity among schools state- 
wide, he said. 

“It calls for school districts 
to take half of the future growth 
in new commercial and indust- 
rial taxes and share it with 
others,” Kosteva said. “In 
other words, about 50 percent 
of the tax money from new 
businesses meant for the 
school districts will be sent to 
the state and added to the 
school aid formula.” 

Although the bill is currently 
in the works, Romulus officials 
do not like the idea and addres- 
sed their concerns at a special 
meeting last week. 

“Our schools just recently 
received an out-of-formula sta- 
tus and it’s not fair to have 
them so heavily penalized,” 
said Mayor Beverly McAnally. 
“If this bill were to go through, 
it would mean that anything we 
do would be ineffective as far 
as money for our city is con- 
cerned. 

“If we industrial communi- 
ties have to share, the other 
bedroom communities in 
affluent areas which are grow- 
ing just as rapidly should have 
to pay too,” said City Council- 
man Noah Bergeron. "If not, 
this new bill could devastate 
this community.” 

School officials agree. 

After recently climbing out 
of the depths of poverty (in- 
formula), and becomming one 
of the “rich” school districts 
(out-of-formula), Romulus 
schools may be asked to give 
that extra money right back 
away, according to William Be- 
dell, superintendent of schools.

Man shot for ‘moving’ 
during car-jacking

Jerry Borieo, 23 of Romulus 
was shot to death at a car wash 
in August because ‘‘he 
moved,” according to reports 
of the confession read at a De- 
troit teen’s preliminary ex- 
amination Wednesday. 

Kenneth Griffin, 18, had in- 
tended to steal the victim’s car 
Aug. 20 at the Power Shower 
Four car wash in Detroit at 11 
p.m. Borieo refused, and was 
shot to death. 

“I’m sorry it happened but I 
was scared. He moved. That 
was his mistake,” Griffin was 
reported as saying during the 
examination. He was ordered 
to stand trial for first-degree 
murder in this first fatality in 
the recent wave of cars being 
stolen at gunpoint. 

According to reports of his 
confession, Griffin admitted he 
shot Borieo after the man re- 
sisted his attempt to steal his 
1983 Oldsmobile Cutlass. He 
was also reported as saying 
“...I was tired of walking... I got 
a bad left leg. I was shot in De- 
cember.” 


Griffin was also charged 
with assault with intent to com- 
mit armed robbery, possession 
of a firearm during a felony 
and felonious assault because 
he shoved Joseph Steiner, 19, a 
passenger in the car. 

Steiner testified that he and 
Borieo were about to drive 
away from the car wash when 
Griffin and another man 
walked up on either side of the 
car demanding possession, re- 
ports say. 

“I don’t think he (Borieo) saw 
the gun,” Griffin was reported 
as saying. “He told him ‘no.’” 

Griffin then apparently 
pushed Steiner back and fired 
the gun. 

Reports say Borieo then 
slumped over, landing partial- 
ly on Steiner’s lap. The car 
which was in drive, then 
coasted into a wall. Steiner ran. 

Police are currently looking 
for the second suspect. 

Formerly, Griffin was sent- 
enced to two years probation 
and 200 hours community ser- 
vice after pleading guilty to a 
drug charge. 

If convicted of this crime, he 

could spend the rest of his life in 
prison. 


Local man takes 
fatal bicycle ride

A 66-year-old Romulus resi- 
dent was killed Sept. 5 while 
riding his bike down Hannan 
Road. 

The cyclist, Robert Wil- 
liams, was traveling south- 
bound on the west side of the 
road when a pickup truck 
driven by a Belleville resident 
approached him from behind. 

According to the police, wit- 
nesses said the man in the 
truck beeped his horn to let Wil- 
liams know he was there, then 
moved over near the center of 
the road to pass him. 

At that time, the cyclist went 
to cross the street, pulling out 
right in front of the oncoming 


truck, police said. Ine driver 
was unable to stop. 

Williams was transported to 
Annapolis Hospital and then to 
the University of Michigan 
Hospital. He was pronounced 
dead the next morning from 
head trauma. 

“The saddest part about this 
case is that the deputy medical 
examiner for Washtenaw said 
that if he had been wearing a 
helment, he would probably be 
with us now,” said officer' 
Richard Schwartz of the Romu- 
lus Police Department. 

According to his family, Wil- 
liams was an avid bicyclist. 

Schwartz does not believe the 
Belleville man will be prose- 
cuted. 

“It looks like the bicyclist 
was at fault,” he said.

Romulus 
solider is 
honored 

A Romulus soldier recently 
received two honors - the 
Bronze Star Medal and the 
opportunity to meet General 
Norman Schwarzkopf. 

Sgt. Scott G. Riopelle, a 
1983 graduate of Romulus 
High School, was awarded 
the Bronze Star for exem- 
plary performance during 
hostile actions is Saudi Ara- 
bia. The medal was awarded 
to him by General Schwarz- 
kopf. 

He was given the award for 
"...reacting immediately to 
the impact of an Iraqi Scud 
missile into a neighboring 
military barracks facility," 
the citation states. “His pro- 
fessionalism and personal 
compassion for his fellow sol- 
diers reflect great credit 
upon himself and the United 
States Army.” 

Riopelle enlisted in the 
Army after graduation from 


high school. He has been sta- 
tioned with the 82nd Airborne 
Division in Germany ; at Fort 
Bragg, N.C.; in Panama: at 
Fort Lee. Va.; and in Saudi 
Arabia. 

In a letter to the Romulus 
Roman, Riopelle wrote: 
“During Operation Destert 
Storm I was awarded the 
Bronze Star with Valor for 
exemplary performance 
during hostile actions in 
Dhahran. Saudi Arabia. 

“Reacting immediately to 


the impact of an Iraqi Scud 
missile I personally provided 
first aid to victims, evacu- 
ated casualties using a bus 
prior to the arrival of rescue 
authorities and, using ambu- 
lances and evacuation heli- 
copters, retrieved wounded 
from the debris.” 

“I would greatly appreci- 
ate it if you could run a story 
on me in the Romulus Ro- 
man." he said “My family 
would be very suprised.”

The oldest veterans in Romu- 
lus will remove the first 
shovels of earth from the site of 
the Romulus Veterans Memo- 
rial. 

The ground breaking cere- 
mony will take place at 6 p m. 
Sept. 23. Construction on the 
memorial will be complete 
next spring. 

“ Plans for the monument are 
still in the works and we’re still 
looking for donations and sug- 
gestions of any kind.” said Bill 
Crane, president-elect of the 
Rotary' Club, the organization 
planning the project. 

Plans include the construc- 
tion of a 12-foot high, 7-foot 
wide monument in recognition 
of past, present and future sol- 
diers, sailors, airmen, coast- 
guardsmen and Marines. It 
will be a project costing in ex- 
cess of $25,000, according to 
Crane 

The memorial will be located 
near the City Hall on Wayne 
Road It will be a two-sided gra- 
nite monument which will be 


surrounded by a concrete 
apron. Twelve-inch bronze ser- 
vice emblems will adorn both 
sides of the structure, as will a 
Rotary Club, a VFW Club and 
perhaps a Romulus city 
emblem. 

Unveiling of the monument 
has been set for the Fourth of 
July, 1992. The State Honor 
Guard, members of the 82nd 
Airborne and some state and 
local officials are expected to 
be in attendence at this time. 
Crane is hoping a July 4th para- 
de can begin at the Romulus 
Progressive Club and end at 
the City Hall to draw people to 
the ceremony. 

Rotary and other club mem- 
bers are making plans for raf- 
fles, dances and other fund- 
raisers to collect more money 
for the monument They con- 
tinue to welcome donations of 
any kind. 

“We’re also still looking for 
older veterans in Romulus to 
be present for the ground- 
breaking." Crane said "If any- 
one knows of someone, please 
give us a call."

health

As school gets under way, 
it’s important to remember 
that the health of a growing 
child or young adult is a very 
serious issue. 

“A lot of people are under 
the impression that because 
they’re young, because 
they’re kids they are auto- 
matically healthy,” said 
Kathleen Conway, director of 
the Romulus Adolescent 
Health Center. ‘‘Actually 
growing years could be the 
most crucial as far as health 
care is concerned.” 

That’s exactly why the 
Adolescent Health Center is 
there. To cater directly to the 
needs of young children and 
adults. 

Located in the Romulus 
High School, the center pro- 
vides service to those age 10 
through 21 who are Romulus 
residents or those eligible to 
attend Romulus schools. 

The center provides gener- 
al physical exams for sports, 
school, job and gynecological 
services; treatment for 
minor illnesses and injuries; 
health screening and follow 
up for such things as vision 
and hearing; testing for high 
blood pressure; oral/dental 
health screening with refer- 
rals upon follow up ; pregnan- 
cy testing and referral for 
prenatal care; screening and 
treatment for sexually trans- 
mitted disease and weight 
management programs. 

“We also provide counsel- 
ing services for those who are 
in need,” Conway said. 

These services include: 
drug and alcohol education 
and counseling; counseling 
services for children of subst- 
ance abusers; mental health 
and psych-social counseling 
and referral; counseling for 
adolescent problems includ- 
ing sexual abuse; services

and assistance for homeless 
or runaway youth and crisis 
intervention. 

“Basically we’re there to 
provide children and young 
adults with the support and 
information they need to live 
healthier, happier lives,” 
Conway said. 

The center is funded 
through the Michigan De- 
partment of Public Health 
and the Skillman Foundation 
and has been in existance 
since March 30, 1990. 

The staff is made up of six 
members, all of whom are 
trained and experienced in 
dealing with the problems of 
teenagers, and only a nomin- 
al fee is charged to insure 
everyone has an opportunity 
to go in, according to 
Conway. 

‘‘We accept most insur- 
ance and if the student has no 
insurance, a sliding scale will 
be used to determine pay- 
ment,” she said. ‘‘There 
have been many times where 
we know they are unable to 
pay and the services are free 
or very minimal.” 

The cost of that visit is then 
picked up through grants 
from the State Health De- 


partment, the Skillman 
Foundation or Community 
Development Block Grants 
set up through the city of 
Romulus. 

“This way we know that 
even those who can’t pay are 
well-treated and welcome,” 
Conway said. 

In addition to the above- 
mentioned services provided 
to students, members of the 
Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center are also involved in 
the development of such 
programs as Operation 
Jump Start and the Summer 
Enrichment Program for at- 
risk students. 

‘‘We do it because we 
care,” Conway said. 

And as far as bringing kids 
in for an exam is concerned: 
“...children ages 10 through 
21 are developing and any 
problems they may encoun- 
ter as far as their mental or 
physical health is concerned 
is best caught early so that it 
can be properly taken care of 
and they can continue on to 
lead a healthy adult life,” 
Conway said.

Romulus man shot 
with birdshot bullet

A Romulus man was charged 
with assault with intent to com- 
mit murder and possession of a 
felony firearm in following a 
shooting which took place at 
about 3 p.m. last Friday. 

Ponce D. Pool Jr, 18, of 
Romulus shot a man of the 
same age with a shotgun con- 
taining birdshot. 

Police said Pool was shooting 
at a group of people, and are 
not yet sure whether or not any- 
one else was w'ounded. 


The victim, also a Romulus 
resident, received injuries in 
the back and left arm and tre- 
ated himself, according to 
police. 

Pool was arrested and 
arraigned Sunday in an out- 
county District Court. He 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charges, police said. 

Pool was remanded to 
Wayne County Jail on a $50,000 
cash bond. 

The preliminary examina- 
tion is set for Sept. 18 in the 34th 
District Court in Romulus. 

The incident remains under 
investigation. 


Inspections ensure 
safe work places 


A recent fire which engulfed 
a chicken processing plant, 
killing 25 employees in North 
Carolina has some people in the 
local area concerned. 

The individuals were trap- 
ped in the inferno by locked or 
blocked doors, according to 
officials. The 11-year-old plant 
had never been inspected by 
state safety officials. 

Is this likely to happen in 
Romulus factories? 

“No one really understands 
why that North Carolina plant 
wasn’t inspected for safety but 
workers in the Romulus 
needn’t really be concerned ab- 
out such a problem occuring to 
them,” said Chief William 
Greenslait of the Romulus Fire 
Department. “And if they are, 
we hope they give us a call im- 
mediately.” 

Greenslait said the Romulus 
fire inspectors make a point of 
checking Romulus’ businesses 
for safety every one to two 
years. 

“And even more often if we 
get calls from concerned work- 
ers," Greenslait said. 

He said doors of a business 
should never be locked or 
blocked during business hours. 
It is against the law and the 
owner of that business could be 


taken to court. Fortunately, 
that has never had to happen in 
Romulus, according to Greens- 
lait. 

“We have found doors locked 
or out of order on occasion but 
we have never had problems 
with business owners. We 
simply ask them to correct it, 
and they do,” he said. 

Greenslait said many 
businesses in the area are cur- 
rently equipped with panic 
hardware which allows the 
door to open only from the in- 
side and with about 15 pounds 
of pressure. Bob Coyle, sales 
manager with Precision Hard- 
ware in Romulus said that was 
true, and believes that Romu- 
lus does a very good job as far 
as fire safety within businesses 
is concerned. 

“We just moved here about a 
year ago, but we have already 
had some businesses buy our 
panic hardware and fire offi- 
cials definitley seem con- 
cerned,” Coyle said. “In fact, 
they were very strict with us 
when we moved in here and I 
have to say that from what I’ve 
seen, noone in this city needs to 
be concerned about what hap- 
pened in North Carolina hap- 
pening to them.”

“It’s unfair highway robbery 
for those who just became out- 
of-formula and we will look into 
taking someone to court if they 
go through with this bill,” Be- 
dell said. “It borders on being 
unconstitutional and we won’t 
stand for it.” 

But Kosteva said they may 
have to. And it may not be as 
bad as officials think. 

“There will be exceptions to 
this bill for some communites 
and Romulus is one of them,” 
he said. “Because they already 
have a very high millage rate 
to get money for their school 
system, only 15 percent of their 
new growth will be collected 
for the state.” 

“What officials need to 
understand is that this will not 
effect the city or county at all, it 
will just effect tax money 
levied for school districts,” 
Kosteva said. "There is a lot of 
controversy and overall mixed 
feelings throughout communi- 
ties but what we’re trying to do 
is meet the needs of the society 
and equal out the education 
system so that noone is 
lacking.” 

Discussion on the bill con- 
tinues, according to Kosteva. 
But it is still expected to come 
into effect soon.

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Airport purchase plan needs clarification

Officials from Canton and 
Plymouth townships have 
worked together in recent 
weeks to reach an accord over 
the Mettetal Airport issue and 
form a joint operating agree- 
ment. 

Now they must work with 
-Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion authorities to come up with 
a similar agreement that will 
lead to an FAA grant offer to 
.purchase the facility and 
approval of the JOA that would 
/•end 51 years of private own- 
f-ership of the airport. 

The first step in that long pro- 
cess took place last Thursday 
as Plymouth Township Super- 
visor Gerald Law sat down for 
a meeting with Canton 
Township Administrative 
-Assistant Dan Calabrese and 
Clerk Loren Bennett. 

Also at the meeting were 
FAA officials Dean Nitz and 
Peter Serini, manager of the 


Detroit Airports District 
Office, a field office of the FAA 
Great Lakes region headquar- 
ters in Chicago. 

“The meeting was just a 
further clarification of what 
Canton meant by the memor- 
andum of understanding re- 
leased two weeks ago,’’ Ben- 
nett said. “The representatives 
of the FAA didn’t understand 
where Canton was coming 
from so we laid out the ground 
rules of the agreement.” 

The agreement is restrictive 
and according to FAA officials, 
a bit vague in two key areas: 

•There is a specific prohibi- 
tion on expansion of the air- 
port. Any modifications to the 
existing airport facilities relat- 
ing to the safety of the airport 
would only occur with the 
affirmative vote of both 
township boards. 

•After 10 years, Canton 
would have the exclusive op- 
tion to close the airport or ex- 
tend the joint operating agree- 
ment. 


Calabrese and Bennett said 
FAA officials want them to 
clarify these points. 

“Some issues need clarifica- 
tion, such as what is meant by 
expansion,” Calabrese said. 
“We defined expansion as any 
acquisition of property other 
than airport property to use for 
other parts of the 59.97 acres of 


the airport.” 

In addition, Bennett said, 
“the FAA requested that Ply- 
mouth-Canton prepare a docu- 
ment that would spell out the 
reasons why Canton would ter- 
minate the agreement 10 years 
from now. They found it diffi- 
cult to understand that Canton 
has carte blanche authority in

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Arrest of neighbor shocks family

Joseph Donald Ryan is a for- 
mer Canton Township neigh- 
bor of Debbie and Joseph 
Chisholm whose children were 
friends of the Chisholm sisters 
Melissa and Amy. 
v Even after the death of 
Melissa, then 14, in a hit-and- 
run accident at the intersection 
of Ford and Lilley Roads in 
Canton almost 16 months ago, 
Debbie and Amy Chisholm, 13, 
continued to see Ryan and his 
children as the search for the 
%*iver who fled the scene con- 

? iued. 

The search has finally ended, 
it in an ironic and tragic twist 
to the case revealed Friday, 
the Chisholms learned the man 
charged in the case was Ryan. 

Ryan, 39, was arraigned in 
35th District Court in Plymouth 
Friday on one count of failure 
to stop at a serious injury acci- 
dent. 

Ryan stood mute to the 
felony charge before Judge 
John MacDonald and was re- 
leased on a $20,000 personal 
bond. If convicted, he would 
face a possible sentence of five 
years in jail and a $5,000 fine. 

MacDonald set a prelimin- 
ary examination court date for 
Sept. 20. 

Since the May 14, 1990 acci- 
dent, the Chisholms have dealt 
with the pain of losing their 
daughter and the frustration of 
knowing the driver was still at 
large. Friday, they stood in the 
courtroom and watched their 
former neighbor walk silently 
•past them after the charge was 
handed down. 

Following the arraignment, 
Debbie and Joe Chisholm stood 
outside with family friend 
Melissa Stoelt, 15, and spoke 
emotionally about the bizarre 
turn of events in the case. 

“It’s just an incredible 
irony,” Debbie Chisholm said 
as she choked back tears. “We 
saw him occasionally and 
spoke with him. Our daughter 
went to a New Kids On The 
Block concert with his children 
last fall. I stood right in his liv- 
ing room and talked to him. 

“It’s hard to find out that it 
:was somebody that we know.” 

She said Ryan even took Amy 
.to a church festival with his 
[children. 

I “I’d be real curious to know 
'. how he looked her in the face 


! knowing what she had been 
. through and what she still had 
:to overcome,” she said. “I 
: don’t know how after this hap- 
; pened he was able to go on.” 

According to family mem- 
bers, Ryan lived on Willow 
.Creek in Canton at the time of 
[the accident, approximately 
one block behind the 
Chisholm’s home on Fern- 
wood. The neighborhood is just 
northwest of the accident site 
at Ford and Lilley.

Lillian Johnson, Debbie 
Chisholm’s mother, said Ryan 
and his family moved from the 
neighborhood to a home in Ply- 
mouth Township just a few 
months ago. She said Amy first 
learned of the move in June. 

“Amy just happened to see 
Ryan’s four kids at their home 
in Plymouth by accident and 
she told her mother,” Johnson 
said. “Their oldest daughter 
used to ride the same bus as 
Melissa.” 

Johnson said Ryan “stood 
and laughed and joked” with 
the Chisholms at Amy’s birth- 
day- party sleepover in July. 
Now she said, “he’s cold as 
steel. How did he know that he 
couldn’t have saved her life af- 


ter the accident.” 

Debbie Chisholm said, “Peo- 
ple don’t leave animals laying 
in the street,” the way Melissa 
was left. 

The arrest and arraignment 
of Ryan this week culminated 
an extensive investigation by 
Canton Township Police offic- 
ers who relied exclusively on 
anonymous tips after failing to 
catch a suspect immediately 
after the accident. 

Police finally got a break in 
the case Aug. 2. when an anony- 
mous caller led them to a 1986 
Chevrolet Nova they believed 
was involved in the accident. 

Police confirmed that the car 
had been in an accident and re- 
paired but an arrest could not 


be made until police joined 
with Wayne County prosecu- 
tors and made contact with 
Ryan’s lawyer, Howard Wal- 
lach. 

"There’s not much to say,” 
Wallach commented after the 
arraignment. “The case is 
progressing and we will see it 
come to its conclusion.” 

Canton Police Community 
Relations Officer Pat Nemecek 
said Ryan was not charged 
with vehicular manslaughter 
because police determined the 
driver was not at fault for the 
accident. 

The Chisholms were relieved 
to finally know a suspect was 
caught but shocked to learn his 
identity.

Cooked and prepared by the 
Wayne County Office of Nutri- 
; tional Services. Usually be- 
; tween 10 and 30 people join us 
far lunch, and on Birthday 
Monday, when we celebrate all 
members’ birthdays for the 
month, we can see up to 100 
people. 

• We have homebound deli- 
vered meals that come from 
the center. They are cooked by 
the WCONS and are delivered 
by volunteers. If you or some- 
one you know is interested in 
receiving homebound meals 
and is 60 or older and unable to 
leave his or her home, call 1- 

; -300-851-1454. 

• We have a couple of medic- 
al programs - a prescription 
drug program that is available 
to lower income people and 
free blood pressure screenings 
every Thursday. To be eligible 

; -for the state-funded prescrip- 
tion program, participants 
must be 60 or older and meet 
income requirements. For 
those eligible, the plan pays the 
• prescription costs for two 
months. In addition, we have 
cholesterol, vision and other 
health screenings plus health 
lectures scheduled at various 
times. 

We have plenty of volunteer 
opportunities for people who 
are interested. We are in need 
of drivers, organizers and 
maintenance help. Once a 
month, on the third Thursday, 
we distribute Focus : Hope food 
to eligible people. We need peo- 
ple to help divide the food and 
help people take it to their cars. 
We also would- lik^ to continue 
our practice of delivering the 
boxes to the homebound. 
However, we need volunteers 
to transport the food. We also 
are looking for people who are

Former whiz kid 
enrolled in college

Ten years ago when Wayne 
County Community College 
opened its Western Campus an 
11-year-old Inkster boy was 
among the first students to reg- 
ister. 

“Whiz kid” Frederick Chon- 
tay Taylor, had been evaluated 
as “exceptionally gifted” in the 
third grade, according to his 
family. His interest in compu- 
ters prompted him to enroll in 
the computer science program 
at the new $16 million center, 
along with his father, Freddie 
Taylor. The boy’s father, who 
was employed in the data pro- 
cessing field, enrolled in the 
class with his son to help him 
take notes, and he also signed 
up for the heating/air con- 
ditioning program at the 
center. 

When interviewed in 1981, 
Fredrick Taylor was adamant 
that he be referred to by his 
complete first name, not as 
Freddie, his father’s name. 

Prior to enrolling for the col- 
lege class, the youngster had 
been offered a tuition-free 
scholarship at a Bloomfield 
academy. He declined to 
accept it because he didn’t 
want to leave his family and 
friends for the school year. 

Taylor’s family were aware 
of his special talents at an early 
age. He talked at 5-months of 
age, walked at 8 1/2-months 
and started pre-school classes 
at 3. 

When he enrolled at the col- 
lege, Taylor told an Associated 
Newspaper writer that his hob- 
by was working on his TRS-80 
computer. He also noted that 
he enjoyed experimenting with 
chemistry and playing Atari. 
During his leisure hours, the 
youth played basketball, soft- 
ball and bowled with a church 
youth league. His mother, 
Naomi Taylor, advised him to 
keep busy and avoid boredom - 
advice that he apparently fol- 
lowed through the years. 

He attended school at Feder- 
al Elementary School and 
graduated from Taylor Center 
High School before beginning 
his studies at Michigan State

University. 

The Taylor family still re- 
sides on Wellington Street in In- 
kster. and the young student is 
currently persuing financial 
studies at MSU. Computers are 
also still an important part of 
his academic life. 

“I'm not sure when he will 
graduate,” his mother said in a 
telephone interview. 'He’s in 
the U.S. Army Reserves and 
they took him out of school to 
serve in the Persian Gulf.” 

She vividly recalled the fan- 
fare around her son’s early en- 
rollment in the college, and the 
story and photographs that 
appeared in their hometown 
newspaper.

Hoffa Jr., son of the slain labor 
leader, will be elected presi- 
dent of the Teamsters Union. 
Although his efforts appear to 
be temporarily halted, he even- 
tually will assume the post, she 
said. 

“I see a shocking event hap- 
pening in the U.S. soon, 
perhaps in 1992. The event will 
come as a surprise and shock 
the population,” Clemens said. 

In 1990, she predicted a very 
close race between James 
Blanchard and John Engler. 
Today, she has predicted that 
the recall petitioners will not be 
able to gather enough signa- 
tures to place the issue on the 
ballot. 

Clemens issued a warning to 
President John F. Kennedy 
prior to his assassination and 
wrote Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace about impending dan- 
ger to him. 

Whether or not they heed Cle- 
men’s warnings, celebrities 
have written personal letters to 
acknowledge her concern for 
them. She has several scrap- 
books filled with autographed 
letters and photographs from 
well-known people in the poli- 
tical and entertainment fields.

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Tax proposal criticized 


Property tax reform con- 
tinues to capture much of the 
attention of Michigan law- 
makers. 

Local Democrats didn't hold 
back any punches and tore into 
Gov. John Engler’s latest prop- 
osal to cut property taxes. They 
labeled the proposal 
“meaningless because there is 
no source of funding to support 
it.” 

Engler recently unveiled a 
plan that would cut school 
property taxes 30 percent over 
the next five years, beginning 
in 1993, and also cap property 
tax assessments at 3 percent 
annually. 

In contrast, the plan offered 
by the Democrats calls for the 
exemption of the first $30,000 of 
property assessment of a 
home. The tax cut would be 
supported by monies saved 
from ending the capital ac- 
quisition deduction (CAD) and 
tax abatements for businesses. 

As in the governor’s plan, the 
plan offered by the Democrats 
would also reimburse school 
districts for the loss of any re- 
venues. 

State Representative James 
Kosteva (D-Canton) was quick 
to point out that the governor’s 
plan “had little substance and 
no funding in it.”

“Mr. Engler’s tax-proposal 
is a no proposal.” Kosteva said. 
“It just doesn’t cut it. There is 
no funding for it. Where would 
he get the money to offset the 
cuts?” 

Kosteva said that the Demo- 
crats have a more responsible 
approach to tax reform before 
they provide for a funding 
source.. The proposal would 
offset any losses to the school 
districts and municipalities by 
eliminating the tax credit 
businesses receive for new 
equipment. 

“We have a way to fund out 
tax cuts,” Kosteva added. 
“How would the governor fund 
his (proposal)?” 

While the Democrats and the 
Republicans are debating tax 


reforms and property tax cuts - 
a controversial subject that 
helped put Engler in the gov- 
ernor’s mansion, the courts 
may have to decide whether 
the voters will get an opportun- 
ity to recall the governor. 

A group, headed by Robert 
Alexander, said on Thursday 
that it may be short some 60,000 
signatures to place the gov- 
ernor’s recall issue on the 
November ballot. 

The group needed to gather 
more than 640,000 valid signa- 
tures within a 90-day period to 
force the issue to the vote. 

Despite the lack of numbers, 
Alexander said that his group 
would file the signatures with 
the Secretary of State’s Office, 
then challenge the constitu- 
tionally of the 90-day deadline.

Too much of 
a good thing 

Enough is really enough. 

The recent application for a license for yet another adult 
foster care home in the city of Wayne seems to be a prime 
example of too much of a good thing. 

We sincerely appreciate the value of these facilities and the 
atmosphere of a home-like environment which they are de- 
signed to emulate for residents there. We wholeheartedly 
support the effort to help those who have physical and mental 
challenges which make unassisted living impossible. These 
group homes offer a viable alternative to institutions and 
provide a wonderful and needed service. 

What we cannot condone is the licensing of the 14th such 
home in the city of Wayne. State regulations presently provide 
that the only limitation on such licenses is that the homes be a 
minimum of 1,500 square feet apart. A state licensing spokes- 
man told us that this is to prevent an “institutional” look such 
as that of East Grand Boulevard in Detroit where both sides of 
the street are occupied by these facilities and convalescent 
homes. 

Well, we’d agree with that. We don’t want that for the city 
of Wayne or for any other of our local municipalities to begin 
to resemble that section of the inner-city of Detroit. We do not 
want to western Wayne County to become a haven for group 
homes, displacing the usual family mix of our neighborhoods. 

We do believe, however, that too many of these homes in the 
same area can begin to become a detriment to the very pur- 
pose for which they were designed. These homes should pro- 
vide a family-type neghborhood atmosphere for the resi- 
dents-and once they line the streets of any particular area, it 
becomes a climate of institutionalization. There is a benefit 
for the residents of these homes established in neighborhoods. 
The residents are exposed, albeit peripherally, to the sounds 
and sights of other neighbors and families. 

We would hope that, particularly in light of many of the 
charges of abuse in Adult Foster Care homes of this nature, 
the state licensing authorities will be far more prudent in the 
establishment of these homes and granting of such licenses. 
These residents need special attention and care and deserve 
better than to be robbed of one of the benefits these homes 
were created to provide. 

And their neighbors deserve to have the property values 
and integrity of their communities preserved and protected. 

Signs of the times 

It happens every time there is an election. 

First come the phone calls. It will usually be a campaign 
manager or an ethusiastic election worker-and it will be one 
of their first political excursions. 

They will be irate, furious and incensed. They will usually 
have filed a police report and be completely aghast at what 
they perceive as the lack of immediate investigation and 
concern by the law enforcement officials of whichever com- 
munity happens to be involved. And, after speaking with a 
member of our news staff, they will be appalled at our noncha- 
lance when they are reporting the crime of the century. 

They truly expect to see this drama unfold on Top Cops or 
Unsolved Mysteries. 

What is it they phone about? The damaging, moving, des- 
truction and/or theft of campaign signs. 

We offer them our condolences and a bit of our experienced 
advice. But this truly is a part of the political process. Signs 
get stolen, damaged and destroyed. We realize they are ex- 
pensive and that volunteers took time to place them in 
strategic locations to catch the attention of prospective vo- 
ters. And we know that only the dastardly conduct of unscru- 
pulous opponents can possibly account for the loss of these 
important campaign tools. 

Emotions run very high during local elections. Candidates 
and their supporters are immersed in their efforts to win the 
favor of voters. Logic is sometimes suspended during adre- 
nalin fueled weeks of campaigning. 

As any seasoned veteran of the political arena will advise, 
“It goes with the territory.” 

And as one of our favorite politicians, Harry Truman, once 
said, “If you can’t stand the heat, get out of the kitchen.”

Wayne comes up with winning touch again against Adrian, 20-19

There’s the cliche about the 
more things change, the more 
they stay the same. 

That old saying apparently is 
true when Wayne and Adrian 
meet on the gridiron. 

A year ago, Wayne walked 
off the home field with a one- 
point (21-20) victory over 
Adrian. 

And, Friday night, in Adrian, 
Coach Chuck Howton and his 
Zebras did it again - they again 
won by the narrowest of mar-

“It was a great game and an 
exciting one,” said Howton, 
who began his eighth season as 
head coach.

Wayne had little 'trouble 
establishing their game plan in 
the first quarter as quarter- 
back Jason Wetmore strung 
together a 70-yard sustained 
drive that was capped by Ger- 
maine Ellis’ 4-yard touchdown 
run. Wetmore booted the extra 
point to lift the visitors into a 
quick 7-0 lead. 

However, Adrian didn’t lie 
down and die. 

The hosts came right back 
and early in the second quar- 
ter, Adrian quarterback Mark 


Arbault providing the heroics, 
got on the scoreboard on a 20- 
yard pass to Ray Vargas. 
Adrian’s attempt for the con- 
version failed and, with 9:11 
showing on the clock, Wayne 
had a slim 7-6 edge. 

The Zebras got some cushion 
when Wetmore marched his 
team 60 yards and polished off 
the drive with a direct hit to Lee 
Williams for a 22-yarder that 
lifted them to a 13-6 advantage. 

That Wayne edge was also 
short-lived, though, as Adrian 
came out after the intermission 
and scored on Vargas’ two- 


yard run. 

With the score tied at 13-all, 
Wayne countered with another 
one of its long drives as Wet- 
more engineered a 63-yard 
drive that put the Zebras at the 
three where John Ballard was 
called upon to go the remaining 
distance. He did. 

The Wayne defense managed 
to stop Adrian until the final 50 
seconds when Arbault came 
back and scored what proved to 
be the hosts’ final TD. They 
missed winning the game when 
the Wayne defense stopped the 


conversion attempt. 

Wetmore finished the even- 
ing with seven of 16 pass com- 
pletions and 102 yards and one 
TD. Adrian also intercepted 
him once.

Wayne received outstanding 
efforts on defense from Tom 
Mate, Ballard, Mike Martin 
and Carrico, while linebackers 
Bodden and Dziedzic also 
turned in an excellent first- 
night performance.
